any other Act, Statute, Cuſtome, or Prerogative Royal, or whatſo- 
ever, touching or concerning the premiſes, or any. other part thereof, 
rogether with ſeveral other duties and payments herein after men- 
rioned. And whereas alſo the ſaid Fobn Forth, William Bucknall, 
William Daſhwood, Philip Femmet , Fobn Breedon, Fames Hayes, 
Dannet Forth,George Daſhwood WilliamMuſchamp,Humphry Taylor, 
and Ralpb Buckzall, have offered to farm of His Majeſty the Branches 
of his Revenue aforeſaid, and other the duries and payments hereafter 
mentioned, and to take a Leaſe of ſo much thereof as is now out of
